SHERMAN STATUE MODELS.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18.—The 
Secretary of War, the Commanding General

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AN EQUITABLE BASIS. 


Messers. Ferriss and Nagel of the City 
Council are working in the line of val- 
uable public service by seeking to estab- 
lish an equitable basis of compensation 
to the city for street railway franchises. 

But it should be thoroughly determined 
in advance of any attempt at legislation 
what is an equitable basis of compensa- 
tion. It is not equitable to translate a 
ridiculously small fixed compensation 
into a ridiculously small percentage of 
the earnings. It is riot equitable to level 
down from the highest to the lowest 
compensation, as was done in the case 
of street railway taxation. It is not 
equitable to leave any part of the $35,- 
000,000 of franchtse value given to the 
railway companies in their hands. That 
unearned increase of wealth belongs to 
the people. 

The only equitable basis of compensa- 
tion for street railway and all other 
franchises is to retain for the city, or 
to take in the form of taxation, or of 
reductions in cost of service, all profits 
above a fair return on the money in- 
vested. The unearned profits of fran- 
ohises are lost. . 

When the Municipal Assembly is pre- 
pared to legislate on this basis, as Pres- 
ident Nagel says it has the power to do, 
it will be prepared to do its duty to the 
people and to solve the revenue prob- 
lems of the city without adding to the 
burdens of taxation.

THE GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT. 


The Missouri Good Roads Convention; 
which has been in session in Golumbia, 
took excellent practical action towards 
securing its objects by appointing. a 
standing committee of fide to suggest 
and urge good roads legislation. 

The convention brought out many sug- 
gestions as to the methods to be adopted 
to get good roads. Some of these were 
practicable and others were’ debatable. 
The recommendation for the organida- 
tion of good roads associations in every 
county, for the appointment of-froad 
superintendents, for experiment sta- 
tions, for the adoption of broad tires and 
other practical means of good road- 
making Will receive general indorsement. 
They should be acted upon and if county 
associations are formed the farmers will 
be in position to do effective work in the 
ne of these suggestions 

But legislation is needed to enable the. 
counties to get the best official organiza- 
tion and to enjoy the powers necessary 
to construct and maintain good roads. 
The Legislature requires instruction and 
direction. The work in the counties 
must have the stimulus of constant at- 
tention from those having Knowledge of 
the best methods. The committee, there- 
fore, may do most effective work be- 
tween the sessions of the State associa- 
tion. The subject is one of the greatest 
importance to the people of the State. 


THE DOG’S LEGAL STATUS. 


We presume that in the matter of hu- 
manity dogs, like chickens, occupy a 
positjon of advantage in comparison 
with men and that their woes will bring 
out a protest and an invocation of law 
from a humane society much more 
promptly than would the woes of men. 

But iw a court of law, as Judge Russell 
of the New York Supreme Court has 
just decided in a learned opinion, the 
man has the advantage of the dog. The 
man who is hauled into court for a crime 
or an act of violence of any kind enjoys 
the presumption of innocence, but should 
a dog be arrested for crime, as the Solo- 
mon of the Justice of the Peace Courts of 
this city once attempted to have done 
there is a presumption of guilt, 
Justice Russell lays down the. maxim 
that when a dog bites a man there 18 
Always, until the contrary be proven, a 
presumption of the illegality of the dite. 
The-man, therefore, who ig attacked by 
a savage dog is not without the protec- 


law, if he is wise enough to 
handed he can draw wun thie AA. 
Justice Russell and read it to the dog. 
It would perhaps be safer to do this from 
the limb of a tree or the top of a fence, 
but if neither tree nor fence ig handy 
and the dog gets in his work he has the 
comfort of knowing that he can take 
the law on the dog and that there is a 
presumption in favor of the dog’s guilt. 
But this disadvantage of the dog in a 
court of law is offset by a decided ad- 
vantage in a street fight. Justice Rus- 
sell reasons from the disposition of the 
dog to fight that it is not a legal wrong 
for one dog to kill another, and that ‘the 
owner of the dead dog cannot recover 
anything but the dog’s skin. 
Unfortunately, Justice Russell has not 
touched upon many important points 
concerning the dog in law.

It Was Rumer ed That the Fake Mining 
Stock Exchanges Were te 
Be Indicted. 


The fake tape games have closed. They 
will probably remain so until the present 
Grand-jury adjourns, about a month hence. 
It will be of considerable pecuniary advan- 
tage to a number of men who have been 
systematically bled by means of a cipher 
code in use in two of the establishments, 
by which it was rendered practically impos-

It was modeled after a 
legitimate stock exchange except that the 
mining properties quoted had hos tence 
in fact, and the quotations posted were 
made up in advance and reeled off one at a 
time.

The closing down of the Stock Exchanges 
following the suppression of the new pool 
oom scheme to evade the race betting law, 
eaves St. Louis at present entirely free 
from public gambling, an im ty never 
before enjoyed. 

There was never a gambling device in- 
vented in which the house had a surer thing 
than in the stock exchange scheme. Trades 
from a dollar up, With margins, were taken, 
an unprotected trade being a total loss 
to the players after the first subsequent 
quotation, jf it went against him. A pur- 
chaser at ‘par lost his dollar if the next 
quotation was 99, unless his trade was mar- 
gined, or a seller at par lost if the next 
quotation was 101. So far, the chances 
were even. But the percentage against 
the guesser is estimated at 8 per cent, and 
in addition a 5 per cent commisssion was 
charged by the house on all trades. 

This of itself gave the house an im- 
mense advantage, but not content, two 
of them devised a scheme whereby — 
could not lose. The quotations follow eac 
other on a’ tape reeled from a metal in- 
closed scroll, one quotation being exposed 
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at a time, The scheme was to indicate 
after each quotation on each stock | 
what the next quotation on that 
stock was to de. This was done 

by means of a cipher code, consisting of 

dots and dashes, of which the key was 

possessed only by the man who called off 

the quotations, and the man who had made 

them.up. A dot following the figures of one 

quotation, or a dash between the first and 

next two, or a continuation of the two, 

indicated exactly to the caller whether the 

next quotation was to be up or down. If 

it was to be up, and the crowd was buying 

on that quotation, the caller announced the 

next quotation just as soon as possible, thus 

affording players no time to make their 

trades. If they were selling on that quota. 

tion, he delayed as long as possible so 

that every one could make a trade. 
when the quotation was finaily announced 
the crowd lost, because they were frozen 
out by the next quotation, 


In the other stock exchanges this scheme 
was not resorted to, but there was one in 
use almost as effective.

Honors te Priace Bismarck, Oration 


by Wilhelm, His Pardens and a 
New Order Announced. 


BERLIN, Jan. 18.—Throughout the Ger- 
man Empire to-day the th anniversary of 
the crowning at Versailles, near Paris, of 
King William of Prussia, grandfather of 
the present Emperor, as Emperor of Ger- 
many, and the consequent re-establishment 
of the German Empire, was celebrated in 
some form or other. 

The great event was the gathe in the 
White Hall of the Castle, where the Em- 
peror, surrounded by Ministers of State, 
generals of the army, admirals of the navy, 
members of the diplomatic corps, Kings 
‘and Prine all in glittering uniforms, read 
a message from the throne. His Majesty 


Said: 

We, William, by the grace of God, Ger- 
man Emperor and King of Prussia, etc., 
make known and herewith publicly declare 
that, twenty-five years having elapsed since 
the day when his majesty, our grandfather, 
now resting with God, answering the appeal 
of the German Princes and free towns and 
the desire of the nation, assumed the dig- 
nity of Emperor, we have decided to ¢ele- 
brate the memory of this remarkable event 
which brought a final and brilliant fulfili- 
ment to the aspirations which the Germ 
people entertained so long and offered the 
restored Empire the position to which it 
was entitled among the nations of the world 
by its history, its development and culture. 
For this purpose we have summoned the 
plenipotentaries of our mighty allies and 
the representatives of the Powers, and also 
those men who at that great epoch promi- 
nently contributed to the work of the union 
of the German people. 

“Surrounded by the flags and standard 
of the glorious regiments, the witnesses 
the death-defying courage of our armies 
which greeted the first Emperor made, we 
recall to memory with much stirred heart, 
the devoted picture which the fatherland in 
the union of its princes and nations then 
presented.“ 

His majesty then thanked providence 
that the past twenty-five years had bestowed 
blessings upon the Empire and declared 
that his grandfather’s vow to protect the 
rights of the Empire and preserve peace had, 
so far, with God's help, been fulfilled. 

The Emperor also alluded to the work 
achieved by the German nation for the past 
twenty-five years under the direction of Its 
great Emperor and the advice of its tried 
statesman, and particularly that of its Chan- 
céllor, Prince Bismarck. 

‘While favoring no one,” he continued, 
“and injuring no one, the Empire has raised 
its voice before the nations in favor of 
peace; the young Empire has been able to 
devote itself undisturbed to internal de- 
velopment. Besides the development of our 
army, which it is our imperial duty to 
maintain to the height of efficiency for the 
protection of the independence of the Fath- 
erland, our administrative bodies have been 
solicitious of the welfare of the people.“ 

The Emperor then appealed to all sec 
tions to sink party differences and support 
him in promoting “‘the greatness and pros- 
perity of our beloved Fatherland.“ 

He added: We shall then be able to op- 
pose unitedly and solidly any attacks upon 
our independence and devote ourselves un- 
disturbed to the cultivation of our inter- 
ests. 

“But the German empire is far from be- 
ing in danger from other States, and, always 
enjoying the respect and confidence of the 
nations, will continue in-the future as in 
the past, a strong pillar of peace. 

That this be so, may God grant. 
in Berlin at the Castle, Jan. 18, 1896. 

(Signed.) „WILLIAM.“ 

(Countersigned.) “HOHENLOE.” 

An imperial decree just published grants 
amnesties to offenders whose sentences do 
not exceed six weeks’ imprisonment or 150 
marks’ fine. Those only are excepted who 
are guilty of insulting their superiors, ill 
treating their inferiors or desertion. The 
rescript begins with the remark that the 
Emperor intends also to pardon military 
offenders, and it is therefore presumed that 
the imperial pardon will be extended to 
civil offenses and cases of conviction on 
the charge of lese majecste. 

The imperfal decree also announces the 
foundation of a new Prussian order, the 
William order, which will be conferred upon 
men and women who render prominent serv- 
ices in advancing the welfare and culture 
of the people in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations contained in a message of 
Emperor William. 

The first recipients of the order are the 
Empress, the ex-Empress Frederick, the 
Grand Duchess of Baden and Saxe-Weimar, 
Prince Bismarck, Dr. Miquel, Minister of 
Finance, and Baron Von Berlepsch, the Min- 
ister of Commerce, 

Emperor William has sent an autograph 
letter to Prince Bismarck expressing his 
‘gratitude for the latter’s service in the 
re-establishment’ of the German Empire, 
and intimating His Majesty's intention of 
having a life-size, full-length rtrait of 
the Prince painted and given a place of 
honor in the imperial chancellery. 

His Majesty has presented to Baron Von 

ittenecht, President of the Council of 

inisters of Wurtemburg, a bust of his 
andfather, Emperor William I, and to Dr. 
tephen a bust of himself. 

The anniversary was celebrated by de- 
crees published at the instances of 
the Secretaries of Culture and Wor- 
ship in Prussia, Saxony, Bavaria, 
Wurtemburg, Baden, Hessse and the 
other German States, and all the schools of 
the emp‘re suitably observed the day by 
applauding the patriotic addresses delivered 
by the principals and teachers and by 
recitation and singing. 

In Berlin, as well as in all other large 
eit‘'es, the municipalities and Voluntary 
citizens’ committees had made preparajions 
for the day. Steres were closed and busi- 
mess was suspended from noon to-day.

Louis at Some Date Between 
duly? and 22 


The People's Party National Committee 
adjourned sine die at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, after an almost continuous sés- 
sion of two days at the Lindell Hotel. 

So far as specific. incidents of a news 
value were concerned the sessions were bar- 
ren of results. Not even the time and place 


for holding the national convention, the 
ostensible pu e for which the commit- 
tee met, were definitely determined. 

After a patient and exhaustive h of 
the claims of St. Louis, Chicago, ‘Milwaukee, 
Indianapolis and Dallas, committee re- 
ferred the; matter of location to the Execu- 
tive Committee. The date was indefinitely 
fixed between July 7 and 22, the consensus 
of opinion being that the latter date will 
finally be selected. 

At 10 o’clock last night the Executive 
Committee, after a session of. three hours, 
awarded the convention to St. Louis. Dal- 
las was a close second in the balloting from 
the start. 

“The consideration of accessibility and 
general facilities was all that influenced 
us in favor of St. Louis,” said Gen. J. B. 
Weaver, who participated in the proceed- 
ings of the committee on a proxy. The 
money offer of Dallas was equal to that of 
St. Louis, so was Milwaukee’s.”’

BELLIGERENT RIGHTS. 


Don M. Dickiasen’s Speech at a Detreit 
Meeting. 


DETROIT. Mich., Jan. 18.—Don M. Dick- 
inson to-night delivered a strong and elo- 
quent plea for the recognition of the Cuban 
insurgents as belligerents before an enthus- 
jastic meeting of the Manufacturers’ Club 


and other citzeng of Detroit. Gen. Russell A. 
Alger presided. Mr. Dickinson‘s address 
was vigorously applauded throughout. It 
was evidently the unanimous sentiment of 
the business men present, both from pa- 
triotic and commercial considerations, that 
the Cubans should be encouraged in their 
struggle for liberty. 

Mr. Dickinson said im part: 

The time has come to take up this Cuban 
question and press it upon Congress as a 
matter of business; and I hope to prove to 
you that it is the duty of Congress to act 
now, and that further delay is a crime. It 
is an open secret at Washington that En- 
gland is now negotiating for the transfer of 
the revenues of Cuba from Spain, in pay- 
ment of her debt, and if that takes place an 
English fleet, in spite of the Monroe doc- 
trine, may bombard every port of Cuba to 
enforce collection of that revenue. 

„That is one reason why we should N 
nize the Cubans as belligerents. Another is 
that Cuba believes that because all the 
world is waiting for the United States the 
inaction of the United States is a positive 
injury to her, and Cuba is about to send a 
commission to France to present her case 
there and see if she can get a treaty with 
France looking to further commercial rela- 
tions between France and Cuba.”’ : 
The speaker emphasized the fertility and 
productiveness of Cuba and its great im- 
portance as a market for American manu- 
factured goods. 

“This Cuban question is an American 

uestlon,“ he proceeded. She Hes at our 
— and we will tolerate no other foreign 
domination or interference with the island. 
“When a people have won belligerent 
rights it is the duty of other civilized na- 
tions to recognize them as delllgerents. 
Under these conditions Congress waits. 
You know that the universal sentiment of 
this country favors the recognition of Cu- 
ban belligerency. Why should we risk the 
friendship of the Cubans by not giving 
them the recognition to which the laws o 
nations entitles them!“ 

In concluding, Mr. Dickinson told the 
Manufacturers’ Club that he hoped that 
their delegates to the National Convention 
at Chicago next week would introduce res- 
olutions demanding of the House and Sen- 
ate at Washington that they give up their 
game of politics and recognize the brave 
Cubans as soldiers, rather than bandits and 
murderers. 

Lengthy resolutions were read by Secre- 
ta ampbell of the Manufacturers’ club 
and were unanimously adopted. 

In a long preamble they recite the concern 
with which the manufacturers of the United 
States have observed events in Cuba, 
and the keen interest therein from a com- 
mercial point of view. The preamble also 
refers Cuba’s fine harbors, her command- 
ing strategic position, the development 
of her as yet untouched lands and her 
various conflicts with Spain on account of 
Spanish injustices and oppressions; the fail- 


ure of Spain to conquer the patriotic in- 


surgents, and to the latest feature, the 
enforced resignation of Gen. Campos, and 
lastly te the fact that the Cubans now salute 
the world demanding that they be here- 
after known as soldiers instead of bandits.

MARVELS IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 


Wonders Shown by the Fxperiments of 
: Prof houtgen. 


L : 
Special to The Post-Lilapatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan, 18.—A London cable 
printed here this morning says: 

The marvels of Prof. Routgen's new pho- 
tography are even greater than those de- 
scribed in recent dispatches. All the experi- 
ments have been successfuly repeated here 
this week, and many of them were shown'at 
the Camera Club on Thursday. It proves 


that the strange medium which produces 
|} images of hidden objects on a photograph 
plate is not light at all. It is equally incor- 
rect to describe it as electricity. It is some 
force or influence produced by Crookes’ 
tube when excited in a peculiar manner, but 
it is not the visible ght or glow which 
comes from the tube. 

That visible light has the same qualities as 
an ordinary light. The invisible new med- 
ium has not the same qualities. For in- 
| stance, it will not penetrate clear glass. It 
will penetrate ground glass though more 
feebly than wood and other organic matter. 
Aluminum is far more transparent then 
glass. Even copper is less opaque than 
glass. Mr. Swinton, the well known elec- 
trical engineer, showed a large collection of 
these strange photographs which had been 
taken to the club. He employed a half horse 
power eledtrie current, and 8 it 
through an induction coil, loaded ten ley- 
den jars, the discharge from them was 
passed through a second induction coil 
by a secondary system by which 
Crookes’ tube was excited. He said that he 
had only succeeded in this way and had 
failed with the tubes excited by an ordi- 
nary induction. col. .He showed pictures of 
the skeleton of a living human hand, a 
purse containing coins. in which only the 
coins and metal clasp were’ reproduced. 
The method of procedure was simply .to 
place the object to de photographed be- 
tween the tube and the usual wooden case 
containing the sensitive plate in which the 
negative is placed when carried to and from 
the camera, The slide is not removed, and 
an exposure of from four to twenty min- 
utes is required. .

THE TERRITORY INVOLVED. 

The South African Republic, formerly en- 
titled the Transvaal, is an independent 
country lying north of the Vaal River and 
south of the Limpopo. On the west in

Bechuanaland, on the east Portuguese ter- 
ritory, and to the south are Swaziland, 
Zululand, Natal and the Orange Free State. 
The whole 1 comprised within the 
Boer Republic ts „000 square miles. The 
area throughout is one vast plateau, which 
slopes toward the north and is supported 
by mountains which trend to the coast 
lines. Another line of high hills run east and 
west, by which a watershed is formed be- 
tween the Vaal and the Limpopo Rivers. 
The plateau itself has an altitude of be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 feet, while many moun- 
tain crests rise 10,000 feet in the air, and 
are snow capped for months in the year. 
The chief towns are Mooiriverdorp, Leyden- 
burg, Rustenburg, Zoutpansburg, Wesse)- 
strom, Heidelberg, Pretoria, the capital, 
and, of course, Johannesburg. Of these 

Zoutpansburg enjoys the distinction of 
being the most remote village inhabited b 
Europeans, —— forty miles sout 
of the Limpopo ver. 

A treaty between Portugal and the Trans- 
vaal Republic guaranteed to the latter un- 
taxed transit for all goods to the harbors 
of the former. On this account, and to 
avoid the import duties imposed in Natal, 
an attempt was made to establish a rall- 
road connection with Delagoa Bay. The pro- 
jected line passed through the territory of 
an independent chief, with whom the Boers 
were soon engaged in warfare. Intense ex- 
eitement was also created among the Kaffir 
natives of the Cape Colony, and, finally, 
Great Britain interfered, a the re- 
public in 1877.

What has 
happened here’ is not extraordinary—lI refer 
to my retirement. I am a man who for years 
has been very prominent in the affairs of 
my country, and during my career as a 
public man have naturally had oc- 
casion to make a few enemies, not 
wilfully, but in the natural course of events. 
That is the way with politits and.with par- 
ties—they have their ups and downs. ur- 
ing my more fortunate days my countrymen 
have crowned me with many honors. No 
that I am less successful in my efforts, it 
ig but natural that I should suffer from the 
natural consequences of reaction against 
the present Government. I have not a word 
to say on that. I have warm friends whom 
I love dearly. I am not a man with such 
a strong longing to hold an office 
that I leave it with regret, 
certainly hope the man who comes, after 
me will be more fortunate than I havé been 
in Havana.

In all the diamond mines operated in the 
world to-day there are more than 28,000 
eople employed. In past centuries history 
ells us that 60,000 people worked in the Gol- 
conda Mine at one time, but by the aid of 
modern machinery one miner can now ac- 
complish the work that twenty men used to 
do in a day. New pulsating plants have 
recently been put in the South African 
mines, and reports say they are certainly 
the most ingenious scientific appliances of 
the kind ever used.

Diamond cutting is interesting. The most 
desirable form is called brilliant. The 
art of diamond polishing was known to 
an extent by the American Indians. The 
greatest cutters are in Holland and Eng- 
land. The cutting is chiefly done by hand, 
partly by rubbing one stone on another and 
partly by a wheel and the use of diamond 
When a flaw. or large, valuable 
piece is to be removed the stone is cut by 
iron wires armed with diamond powder, 
or split by a sharp blow of a hammer and 


age. This is dangerous, however, and many 
rare stones have been ruined in this way. 

Once the stone is in the form desired, 
the faces aré polished on a lapidary wheel. 
Great skill and much time and labor are 
required. To cut a 2 to 3 carat stone to a 
regular form takes from seven to eight 
months of constant wörk by one man. In 
some shops where there is improved ma- 
chinery the time is shortened. 

Thousands of attempts have been made 
to make artificial diamonds, but all have 
been unsuccessful. rtificial diamonds 
made 44 MacTear, of Glasgow, were ex- 
amined by Story Maskelyne on Dec. 10, 1879, 
and declared not to be diamonds. In Jan. 
of 1880 the maker acknowledged that the 
stones were not natural. 

The London Times of Feb. , 1880, said 
that Ji Ballentine Hannay had made dia- 
monds at Glasgow.

Oppression,

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. Jan. 18.— The Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association and jobbers of 
Knoxville to-day instituted a mammoth 
boycott against the Snuff Combine, which 
is composed of W. E. Garret & Sons, Phila- 
delphia; Bruton & Condon, Nashville; P. 
Lorillard, Jersey City; Stuart, Ralph 
Co., Philadelphia; George Ww elm, Hel- 
metta. and the American Tobacco 
Company ‘of Wow York.

The Central Christian Church, Finney 
near Grand, has attained prominence in St. 
Louis and the West in the denomination 
founded by Alexander Campbell because 
of the aggressive personality of its pastor, 
Rey. Frank G. Tyrrell. 

The church is an offshooot of the First 
Christian Church, which was located at 
Seventeenth and Olive, when, in January; 
i871, a colony went out from it and organ- 
ized the Central Church.

During 
Mr. Campbell's four years pastorate a lot 
was purchased at Twenty-third and Wash- 
ington avenue for $7,000 and a church erect- 
ed on it at a cost of $17,000. In the meantime 
the congregation had continued to.worsh! 
in the hall where the church was or iz 
until shortly before the completion of the 
building at Twenty-third and Washington 
Avenue. Then the congregation was re- 
ee to, vacate as the building was to be 
emolished, and until their new church was 
finished accepted an invitation to worship 
with the Congregational Church, then at 
Tenth and Locust, of which Dr. t was 
astor. Most of this time Rev. E. Camp- 
ell preached to the combined congregation. 


Late in November, 1875, the church took 
possession of its new edifice. The church 
ad prospered apace, and at the close of 
Rev. Mr. Campbell’s pastorate 275 members

cism“ and “atheism.” Man is a religious 
animal. Long before the first law of Moses 
was conceived of, the antediluvian looked 
skyward. In all ages and climes man has 
manifested what Lord Kaimes termed tre 
sense of Deity.’’ In the days of conserva- 
tism and bigotry a large percentage of the 
eivilized race went to the other extreme, 
But to-day, when religion is characterized 
by its liberalism and Christianity is becom- 
ing broad enough to hold all classes and 
conditions of men, a bright future is fore- 
shadowed in strong opposition to agnosti- 
cism, 


Evidences of a Return to Faith. 

Prof. A. C. Armstrong, in an article in 
the January Methodist Review, cites a 
number of striking opinions from several 
prominent leaders of thought which ex- 


press and confirm the belief that the era of 
doubt is drawing to an end. For instance, 
in France, M. Brunetiere affirms, on the 
basis of his visit to the Vatican, that science 
is and can be no longer a guide for life.

Rev. Frank G. Tyrrell was born at Fern- 
dale, Humboldt Co., Cal., Aug. 21, 1865, his 
parents having been among the early 
across-the-plains emigrants from Ohio. He 
passed his boyhood days on the farm, getting 
the rudiments of his education at the dis- 
trict school until 16 years old, when he en- 
tered the State Normal! College at San Jose. 
He graduated with high honors in December, 
1883. For three years he was a school-teacher 
when he went to Harrisonville, Mo., and 
entered the law office of his cousin, Hon. 
Wm. J. Tyrrell. While reading law he sup- 
ported himself by teaching school and com- 
piling abstracts of titles, and in December, 
1887, he was admitted to the bar. He entered 
into partnership with his cousin, but after 
a year of practice he relinquished the pro- 
fession he gave promise of shining in and 
led by a conviction of duty entered the min- 
istry of the Christian Church. 

His first call was to the church at Cam- 
eron, Mo., where he met with such success 
that in the eighteen months of his pastorate 
the church so grew in membership that a 
new $10,000 church edifice was erected, He 
left there to accept the urgent call extend- 
ed‘to him by the church he now serves. 

The Christian Church has “No Creed but 
Christ; No Law but Love.” The words, of 
Philip to the eunuch of Bthiopia, “If thou 
believest with all thine heart thou mayest,”’ 
in reply to his ‘question, What doth hin- 
der me to be baptized?’’ comprises about 
all there is to its creeds; But one of the 
cardinal aims of the church is to con- 
tend for practical righteousness in the 
home, in the shop, the market and the 
arena of civil life, making Christianity an 
every-day affair, strong and helpful wher- 
ever men toil and suffer,“ 

Dr. Tyrrell is a tru® and earnest exponent 
of this principle. He is not content to 
limit his labors to an hour or two in the 
pulpit on Sunday and a round of pastoral 
visits. He takes active part jn all 
movements, nor does he stop to follow any 
one’s lead, He originates movements if 
none else begins the crusade. In the agita-

The paper is from the pen 
of Rev. Dr. Judson Smith, a Congrega- 
tionalist, and Foreign Secretary the 
American Board. His article is exhaust- 
ive and takes up and answers seriatim the 
leading objections to foreign missionary 
work. Dr. Smith calls special attention to 
the fact that “foreign missions are as old 
as Christianity, and have been in progress 
from the Day of Pentecost to this hour.“ 
and that in our day America and Europe 
are united in the deliberate purpose to 
preach the Gospel and build the church in 
every continent and nation and island of the 
earth.”

The present condition of the winter wheat 
plant is not comparable with what it was 
a year ago, when complaints were the ex- 
ception and general reports highly favor- 
able. The crop entered winter with a condi- 
tion of 89 and on Jan. 17 the Daily Com- 
mercial Bulletin said: The only complaints 
of winter wheat are from Texas, where it 
is suffering for lack of rain in the western 
and southern counties. In Western Kan- 
sas drouth conditions threatened the plant, 
but good snows have fallen, affording relief, 
In all other sections the crop is reported as 
in unusually excellent condition and es- 
pecially strongly and deeply rooted. Seldom 
is a winter wheat crop in such fine shape 
to winter well as is the present crop.“ But 
the extraordinarily prolonged drouth of last 
spring changed these pleasing prospects and 
a yield badly short resulted. The condition 
on ril 1 was 81.4, or precisely the same as 

on ec. 1 last. A favorable spring is 
everything for winter wheat and plentiful 
moisture and growing weather this com- 
ing spring will undoubtedly work wonder- 
ful improvement in the present poorly-con- 
ditioned plant.

BUILDING MATERIAL CHEAP. 


Cost of Construction Reduced About 
8 25 Per Cent. 

Conditions were never at any time more 
propitious for the development of the city, 
from a building standpoint, than they are 
at present. 

Building material of nearly all kinds 1s 
much cheaper than ever before and it 18 
possible to construct buildings of the ordin- 
ary character for fully & per cent less than 
four years ago. This is 88 the 
case in the construction of big office build - 
ings. 

‘ en who know say that steel such as is 
used in the construction of the sky-scraper 
buildings can be pure to-day for 
about half the price that ruled four years 
ago and that the drop that occurred res 
cently amounted to about 6 per cent. 

A prominent local iron and steel man, 
speaking on the subject, said: “Five years 
ago the demand for structural steel for 
building skeletons was a very small frac- 
tion of what it is to-day. A much smaller 
capital was enlisted in its manufacture, 
and the workers at the mills were paid high- 
er wages than at present. 

“About two months ago there was a 
sudden falling off from. other cities for 
structural steel, Building rations which 
had been lagging with the advancing season 
suddenly came to a standstill with the cold 
weather.

It is 
noticeable that whenever prosperity is felt 
throughout the country is higher and 
| as it constitutes. 40 per t of the cost of 
building it forms an important considera- 
tion. This added cost is due to the fact 
that in dull times the cities are crowded 
with men from the country re work 
that they cannot get at home. ith an 
over supply like every other commodity 
labor cheavens. With the return of p 
perity these men return to the work of. 
their choice in the agricultural districts, in 
the face of a demand for their services in 
the cities that comes with prosperous 
times. Then labor advances and the cost 
of building is proportionately run up. 

“IT do not anticipate that labor will be. 
extraordinarily high ‘this year and 1 pre- 
dict that, with the greatly reduced cost of 
material and the strong competition among 
buildérs, still further reducing the expenses 
of construction, this will be a prosperous 
| year in building circles in St. Louis.“

The 
amount of such rejected currency varies, 
Some weeks it reaches as high as $500,000 and 
other weeks the amount is as low as $150,- 
000. Great care is used in the matter of ex- 
amining the currency and by throwing out 
every defective bill and reissuing it the paper 
money of the country ie kept in good condi- 

n. 


Paper money in a very deplorable condi- 
tion ls every day. and it is usually 
received. There a remit, however, and 
the officials never exceed it. long as a 
person can find three-fifths of a bill he can 
go to the Sub-Treasury. and receive face 
value for it without question. When more 
than two-fifths of the bill is missing it will 
not be accepted at all. If half the bill re- 
mains intact the holder may send it to 
Washington and the Treasury Department 
there will redeem it, and pay half its face 
value. If Uncle Sam were to be more liberal 
than this it would be too easy a matter for 
some thrifty citizen to tear a bill in two 
and by presenting the two pieces thus 
double his money. However, if one has only 
a small portion of a bill and will make out 
the proper affidavits showing that the miss- 
ing parts were totally destroyed and submit 
them with acceptable evidence of g 
character, the authorities will accept the 
fragments and issue good money for their 
full face value instead. 

Even when these applications are filed, 
accompanied by regular affidavits, Uncle 
Sam does not dole out new currency for 
fragments without a thorough examination. 
An old St. Louis negro can testify to this. 

Not a great while ago he came to the Sub- 
Treasury with a big lot of scraps of paper 
money which he wanted Maj. Small to re- 
deem. The old darkey told a pitiful story 
of how he had by dint of hard work and 
8 managed to accumulate the sum of 
$300. It was all in paper money and he kept 
it in a sock in a bureau drawer. But the 
mice took possession of the drawer, ac- 
cording to the old man’s story, and one day 
when he went to add another bill to his 
hoard he discovered the little rodents had 
“made a nest of his savings. He carefully 
collected the fragments and placing them 
in an envelope visited the Sub-Treasury.
